Laid Down By The 
OPA Ration Board 


` A leifer just ‘received from 
Prentiss M. Brown, Administrator 


of the OPA of Washington, D. C.] 


states: : 

We,must depend upon you not 
oenly'to issue rations properly in 
the first place, but also-to see that 
these rations are properly used 
after hey are issued. A program 
canñot operate effectively as long 
/as violators go unpunished. The 
failure of Board$ to "act fairly, 
speedily and firmly against vio- 
lators immediately encourages 
others to violate. When this hap- 
pens, members of the püblic who 
are conscientious in their obser- 
vance of the Regulations become 
less cooperative. Communities in 
which an efféctivé program is be- 
ing carried out find it difficult to 
contihue-to. "hold the Ihe” when 
they sed adjacent. commünities 
less conscientious. 

For all these.reasons, urge you 
to continue to carry out with all 
possible vigor this task which you. 
have patríotically and unselfishly 
accepted. Meeting out punishment 
is not a pleasant duty, even when 
directed against persona who sub- 
ordinate the greater interest of

BUREAUCRACY 

American is now a bureaucracy if there 
ever was one—and it is.the biggest there 
Bureaucracy meáns government 

just as aristoeracy means gov- 
ernment by the privileged; pultocrácy, gov- 
ernment.by wéalthy;. theocracy, govern- 
ment by wealthy; theoera: y. government 
by the diety, or- his prie democracy, 
goverment by. thé “gemoos? or people. 

Bureaucracy, as, generally understood, 
and as described in dictionaries, is a gov. 
ernment tem “which has become nár- 
row, rigid and formal, depends on' prec 
dent, and lacks initiàtive and resourceful- 
ness," "That is probably the idea Vice Pres 
ident Wallace had in mind when he angrily 
called RFC Chairman Jesse. Jones a "bur- 
reaucrat,' A recent and critical-definition 
of bureaucrats was that of Representative 
Hoffman, of Michigan, who applied the 
teni to what he called "those fuzzy, wuz- 

those stargdzing, 

jl «.. who refuse to ac- * 

cept the existence of facts which confront 
us, who insist that while we are in this war, 
whieh involves our national existence, 
much of our time and energy be devoted to 
social reforms, so-called." He might well 
have had in mind Vice-President Wallace, 
whó has frequently been cálled a "vision- 
ary." 

On the' other hand, it has often been 
pointed out that some of the ablest -and 
most successful executives in the nation 
are now "bureaucrats," to their own finan- 
cial loss, and doing yeoman service for 
their country. 

But whether bureaucrácy is good ot bad
